Sing Kung Hui, 
(Chinese Anglican Church) con- 
cerned not only the Chinese, but 
all races and peoples, 


“And.our mission not only 
centree on the spiritual side, 
but also the welfare of tho 
peoples through work In has- 
pitels, orphanages and other 
social organtsations,” Bishop 
Kol satd, 


Talking about social work in 
ithe Church, Bishe Koh sald: 
We ‘find there “pn ooute 
shortage of Church.workers not 
only of clergy, but other de- 
dicated workers such as doctors, 
nurses and other.social workers. 
For that reason the-work af our 
Church is hampered.”
